$38.50 to $45. 

—Granted a leave of absence to 
Elementary School Principal 
Nancy Hugsey from Sept. 12. 
through Dec. 16. Mrs. Hussey, 
ill not be paid during the 
90-day! period, will be working on 
her doctorate degree. A temporary 
replacement is to be named by the 
board. 


—Approved a meeting with the 
Dansville Teachers Association at 
4 p.m. Feb. 3 for discussion of 
matters of mutual concern.
